To the Electors of the City 
of Victoria. 

Gentlemen : — 

In complying with the request of a 
number of the citizens of Victoria to 
stand for tho scat now vacant in the 
Legislature, I rlo so believing that at no 
distant date questions will arise requir- 
ing careful consideration, and calm and 
just decision. Many of the late actions 
of the Provincial Govcrmnont have not 
met with the approval of a majority of 
our citizens, notably tho amendments to 
our school law. The amendment to our 
Public School Act of ISSS, where it pro- 
vides that the cities are called upon to 
pay tho expenses of operating tholr 
schools, and also enacting that the cities 
shall pay one-third of the salaries of 
their teachers, is, 1 consider, a law 
unfair and unjust. If elected as your 
representative, I shall endorse the action 
of our city aldermen, in refusing to pay 
the expenses and portions of salaries 
demanded by the Government. I shall 
also, if elected, use my efforts to have 
the present School Act so amended as to 
eliminate many of its features, which J 
consider have been introduced to give 
power to the Government in matters 
which should have been left in the bauds 
of the Trustees — the proper representa- 
tives of the people in school matters. 1 
shall always uphold our free and non- 
aectariaii school system. As tho School 
Act now stands it is in many respects 
merely a political machine. 

I shall uso my best, endeavors to obtain 
a grant of land or money for the estab- 
lishing of a University, to be erected 
and maintained in the City of Victoria, 
as it is time such an institution should 
be founded for the higher education of 
the young people of this province. Vic- 
toria being the capital, as well as having 
many natural advantages, is by far the 
most suitable place for such an important 
provincial institution. 

I am in favor of subsidizing any 
railway asking reasonable aid, making 
Victoria its terminus. As the Canada 
Western Railway is now a matter of 
fact, by legislation passed last session, I 
shall, if returned, use my influence to 
have the same completed at as early a 
date as possible, with its terminus at 
Victoria or Esquimalt. 

The land laws of our province should 
be carefully guarded ; anil I believe it 
is in our interest to conserve our timber 
lands, and that they should not be 
locked up in large tracts in the interest 
of speculators. 

The development of the mineral wealth 
of this province requires our earnest 
attention. Legislation tending to Ibis 
end will receive every assistance from 
me. 

It will be my most earnest desire to 
have Victoria made as far as possible 
the point of arrival and departure for 
lines of steamers either from the Chinese 
seas or Australasia. 

In a few days I hope to have the 
pleasure of addressing you on tile 
various provincial questions. til the 
meantime I solicit your influence and 
votes. 1 am,

The original letter of instructions 
from the commander of the American 
revenue cutter Rush to the prize crow 
came into the. possession of Collector 
llamley, who positively refused to give 
a copy to the press or to anyone else. 
However, the industrious reporter yes- 
terday managed to secure a copy, and 
it will be found below. It is an explicit 
instruction, and from its purport it 
would appear that the commander of 
the Rush fully intended that the schoon- 
er should go to Sitka. 

The Dominion Government, for the 
purpose, no doubt, of forwarding full 
details to the Imperial authorities, 
wired the Collector hero to forward all 
possible information in reference lo past 
and present seizures, and a history of the 
sealing industry, without delay. For 
the past two days all information possi- 
ble has been secured, and yesterday the 
following affidavits woro sworn to by the 
masters of the Triumph and Black Dia- 
mond, which are also reproduced below. 

From these movements it would ap- 
pear that some decisive Step is at onco 
to be taken by the Imperial 
authorities in order that the 
existing unfortunate state of affairs 
may not continue.

"Richard Rush." The cutter's men ac- 
cordingly transferred all of the salted 
skins from my schooner to the "Richard 
Rush," and also look aboard the cutter 
two sacks of salt and a riflo belonging 
to flie schooner. Lieutenant Tuttlo then 
again demanded me to givoup the ship's 
papers, and told me that if 1 would not 
give them up ho would take them by 
force, As I. still declined to part with 
them ho signalled to the cutter and a 
boa t came oil' with the master-at-arms, 
who came on board the schooner. Lieu- 
tenant Tuttlo asked me for the keys of 
the locker so that be might get the 
papers out, and, upon my refusing to 
give them to him, be ordered tho Ullis- 
ter-at-arnis to force open the locker. 
The master-at-arms then unscrewed the 
hinges of the locker, took out the ship's 
papers and handed them lo Lieutenant 
Tuttlo. Lieutenant Tuttlethen returned 
to the "Riohard Rush," and came back 
to the schooner again, bringing on 
board with him one whose name I have 
since heard to be John Hankinson, and 
who I believe to be a quartermaster 
of the "Richard Rush." Lieutenant 
Tuttlo then told me to take the 
schooner to Sitka. 1 told him that I 
should not go unless be put a urew on 
board to take the schooner there. He 
gave Hawkinaen direction to take the 
ship to Sitka, and gave him letters to 
give to the United States authorities on 
arrival. Lieutenant Tuttlo before leav- 
ing my schooner ordered twenty Indian 
spears, which were aboard for scaling 
nurposegj to be taken on to the "Richard 
Rush," taking the said spears with him 
ami leaving the man Hnnkiiisen in 
charge of the schooner. Shortly after- 
ward the cutter steamed aw ay, without 
returning the ship's papers, sealskins 
and other goods before mentioned. After 
the departure of the United States ves- 
vessel, I directed my course to Olllia- 
laska, hoping to meet w ith au English 
man-of-war. We arrived there on the 
I5tii day of July. My crew at this 
time consisted of a mate, Alexander 
Gall It, two white seamen, deck hands, 
and a white cook and twenty Indians. 
The Indians, thinking we were going lo 
Sitka., became mutinous, and told mo 
the best thing I could do to avoid 
trouble was to take the schooner home. 
They also warned the other white men 
on board that if they thought I meant 
to take the schooner to Sitka, they 
would throw us all overboard. There 
being no man-of-war at Ounalaska, I 
left there and directed my course to 
Victoria, and arrived at that port at 
about 7 p. in. on Saturday, the 3d day 
of August last, having on board the 
aaid John Uankiusen, who during the 
cruise to Victoria bad not, tried to give 
mo any directions or made any suggos- 
s as to tho course to be taken by the 
schooner, On arrival at Victoria, Han- 
kinson was put ashore by one of my 
boats.

Unpopularity of the Verdict 
in Liverpool. 



Efforts lo Secure n Reprieve for 
the Prisoner. 



The Verdict of tho Jury Attributed lo the 
Judgo'a Phargc The Foreman 
Interviewed. 



London, Aug. 8.— The popular move- 
ment in Liverpool, as also in London 
mid elsewhere in England to obtain a 
reprieve for Mrs. Maybriok, ia assum- 
ing enormous proportions. The verdict 
is attributed entirely to the judge's 
charge, which in the last t wo hours of 
its delivery was characterised by a viru- 
lence which exceeded even that of the 
prosecution. That the verdict waa a 
complete surprise, not only to tho pub- 
lic generally, but to the prosecution as 
well, is most certain. Mr. Addison, 
prosecuting attorney, in a conversation 
with Sir Chas. Russell, counsel for Mrs. 
Maybriok, on Tuesday told him that lie 
considered an acquittal certain, as there 
w;ts really 110 evidence to convict, tic 
said further that in the event 
of a disagreement of the jury, the 
crown would not force a new trial, but 
would permit the accused to be set at 
liberty, although perhaps sureties would 
be required for her appearance when 
wanted. This conversation waa hud af- 
ter the judge hail begun his charge, but 
beforo its conclusion. It is said that 
Mrs. Maybriek's admission of adultery 
very seriously injured her defence, and 
but for this admission it is believed she 
would have been acquitted. 

.Mrs. Maybriok is seriously ill. She 
had an interview with her mother, in 
which much a (lection was displayed by 
both. Lawyers here are joining in an 
appeal to the Home Ollice tor a reprieve, 
basing their petition on the eonllict of 
medical testimony. Besides the lawyers, 
other prominent people have interested 
themselves in the case, anil are circulat- 
ing petitions looking to the same end. 
The verdict was extremely unpopular. 
AN INTELLIOENT JURYMAN. 

Liverpool, Aug. 9.-- -An interview, 
published this afternoon, w ith the fore- 
man of the jury which convicted Mrs. 
Maybriok, not only justifies the popular 
indignation at the verdict, but. cannot 
tail lo have a tendency to bring over 
those who up to this time have been dis- 
pesod to approve of it. The foreman 
exhibits the most astounding stupidity. 
His comments on the evidence, and its 
inilueuee on his own mind and t hose of 
his fellow jurors amounting to idiocy. 
Such an utter failure to grasp the sa- 
lient points either on one side or the 
other, could scarcely be credited of a 
man with any claim to sense. Since the 
publication of the interview it is the 
universal opinion, and no one hesitates 
to express it, that if all the jurors are of 
the same calibre as their foreman, Mrs. 
Maybriek's innocence or guilt might as 
well have been decided by the loss of a 
penny. The publication of this inter- 
view gives a new impetus to the agita- 
tion in favor of a reprieve, and the 
movement gathers force daily.

Liverpool, August 9.— Eight hun- 
dred brokers and merchants of Liver- 
pool have signed a memorial to the 
Home Secretary in behalf of Mrs. May- 
brick.

Mr. Redfcm comes to the rescue of 
tho Victoria, Saunich & New Westmin- 
ster Railway. lie quotes the General 
Dominion Railway Act, which applies 
to railways built in Nova Scotia or New 
Brunswick, as well as to those in British 
Columbia. Kut the mad of which Mr. 
Redfern is provisional director is to be 
built for a special purpose. Victoria 
is promised special advantages from 
its construction. It is for tho sake 
of those ad vantages that Victoria is 
asked to bonus tho road. Will Mr. 
Redfern show the public what security 
there is in the bye-laws they are asked 
to sanction that one single advantage 
proniisod to Victoria by the projectors 
■w ill ever be enjoyed by its inhabitants. 
Where is the provision guaranteeing 
then] that the company will bring 
Victoria within less than three hours of 
Vancouver, that proper ferry boats will 
be built, and that trips will be made 
regularly. Shortening the time of the 
passage between this city and the Main- 
land towns is the chief, almost the only, 
advantage held out to Victoria to in- 
duce its inhabitants to mortgage their 
property to the tune of $625,000 for its 
construction ; yet the Company 
is not bound by the bye- 
laws to shorten the time one 
single minute. The inhabitants 
may vote their money and they will be 
required to fulfil their obligations, but 
the company are not bound to fulfil 
their part of the contract. Dues Mr. 
Redfern, as a business man, approve of 
such a bargain as that? 

He says that we misrepresent his 
company. Wu do nothing of the kind. 
We have said more than once that the 
only obligations it is under are these con- 
tained in the Dominion Railway Act 
of 1888, and we specified some of those 
obligations. As to the provisions of the 
Act of incorporation we know of them 
only as they were contained in the bill 
as it was introduced. In order that we 
should not misrepresent the Company 
wr, before we wrote about the bye-laws, 
applied to the. Secretary of the Company 
for a loan of a copy of the Act as the 
the Dominion statutes of last session 
have not yet come to hand. He dis 
tinctly refused to let the editor of this 
paper see the copy of the Act that he 
bad ill his possession, alleging that he 
must get the permission of the directors 
before be could allow it to be seen. Why 
the company keep their ac't of incorpor- 
ation locked up in the Secretary's desk 
at such a time as this, when they are 
applying to the ratepayers for a bonus, 
is best known to the directors. If they 
have nothing to hide, they ought to be 
ready to give the public and those who 
act for the public all the information 
they require. 



bo proved that the medicine which May- 
brick used contained arsenic, that ho 
was, in fact, an arsenic eater, and that the 
arsenic found in the liver and intestines 
was tho result of this habit. The medi- 
cal testimony, too, was conflicting, some 
physicians testifying that tho deceased 
came to his death by poison, and others 
swearing that ho died from natural 
causes. 

Tho jury, as the reader may readily 
believe, concluded that an innocent 
woman would not be Irkely to havo ar- 
senic continually In 'lie house, and that 
she would not write to her lover that 
her husband was oh the point of death 
when tho physician had pronounced 
that ho was decidedly bettor. The 
handsome lover in the city and tho poi- 
son in tho bed-room were a com- 
bination that struck the jurymen 
as decidedly suspicious. These, with other 
facts convinced them that Mrs. May- 
brick wanted to get rid of her husband 
mil that she used the poison that was 
found in so many places to oll'ect that 
purpose. But the crowd who attended 
the trial and gossiped about the case on 
the streets and in their houses came to 
a very ilill'erent conclusion. They look 
upon tho woman as a kind of martyr and 
execrate the jury who convicted her 
md were with difficulty kept from mob- 
bing the judge who sentenced her to 
death. 

It, does seem that they arc most 
unreasonable and unjust and that the 
facts were such that made it impossible 
for n jury that was honest as well as in- 
telligent to And any other verdict than 
the one they rendered. 

ELECTRICITY A UK A D. 

Boston has become alive to the advan- 
tages of the electric railway. The 
street railway company of that city has 
decided tn convert its whole system of 
250 miles of track from horsepower to 
electric motor. It has not done this 
without careful enquiry and long trial. 
The result of both investigation and ex- 
periment is to convince them that elec- 
tricity is very greatly superior to horses 
as a motive power for city and suburban 
street railways. Thoy have proved 
their faith by their works, for the direc- 
tors have voted four millions and a half 
to effect the conversion. President 
Whitney delivered an address at a re- 
cent meeting of the stockholders, which 
effected the double purpose of exhaust- 
ing the subject and bringing over the 
large majority to his views. The ex- 
periments which had been made proved 
that tho cost of working electric lines 
was less than one-half that of operating 
horse cars. It was found that the elec- 
tric cars could be driven when 
necessary ,vith double the speedof ears 
drawn by horses. The electric car can 
be run at a speed from twelve to fifteen 
miles an hour ; and twelve miles an 
hour is one-eighth faster than cars on 
even the elevated roads of New York 
are driven. It was found, too, that the 
increase of travel on the electric roads 
was something surprising, it being on 
some lines from one hundred to one 
hundred and lifty per cent. The evi- 
dence adduced by the President in favor 
of electricity as a motive power for 
street railways was overpowering. The 
influence of his address will not be con- 
fined to Boston. It will no doubt have 
the effect of convincing the managers of 
street car companies in other cities that 
the question of changing horse power 
for electricity is only one of time, and 
that the sooner the change is made the 
better for them and the public. 



MISPLACED SYMPATHY, 

The trial and conviction of Mrs. May- 
brick for the murder of her husband is 
the latest sensation oil the other side ol 
the Atlantic. The Liverpool mob has, 
by one of those unaccountable caprices 
by which masses are sometimes moved, 
taken the part of the convicted 
woman, and has given expression to 
its feelings in a rather singular manner. 
The judge who presided at the trial Was 
hooted on the streets, and it was feared 
that he would be attacked. 

As far as can be judged at this dis 
tance from the scene of action, the sym 
pathy of the crowd was singularly mil- 
placed. Maybrick and his wife were, it 
appears, in comfortable circumstances. 
This is nothing to show that ho was an 
Unkind husband, hut it was proved in 
tho clearest manner that she was a bad 
wife. She was unfaithful, and it was a 
letter to her paramour which was acci- 
dentally picked tip by a nursemaid 
that gave rise to the suspicion 
that the illness from which Maybrick 
was suffering was due to poison which 
was being administered by his wife. A 
watch was set upon hcrand it was found 
that she was tampering with the sick 
man's food and medicine. After he died 
traces of arsenic were discovered in his 
Stomach and other organs, and arsenic 
was found in food prepared for the 
deceased, ami in various other prepara- 
tions in different parts of tho house. 
The stains on a dressing gown which 
Mrs. Maybrick hull worn were caused 
by some liquid containing arsenic, and 
tlie analyst discovered that arsenic had 
been carried in its pockets. It was 
shown on tho trial that for an ordinary 
household there was an extraordinary 
quantity of arsenic used in this of May. 
brick's.

etc. The by-law, on the other hand, 
shows most forcibly that the ratepayers 
would act foolishly in making those pay- 
ments, which at first blush appear per- 
fectly gratuitous, with even probability 
of having to operate the lino if carried 
out. 

It is amusing to notice the dogmatic 
tone of the whole proceedings, as though 
failure is impossible; the boon ollbred is 
to reach New Westminster one or two 
hours sooner than by other routes. Still 
awaiting a statement with a I).

AN IMMENSE TRANSACTION. 

Mr. Goschen's scheme for the conver- 
sion of the greater part of the British 
national debt has proved a complete 
success. The Chancellor found the ten- 
dency of money is to become cheaper and 
cheaper, and he could not see why the 
nation should not benefit by the down- 
ward tendency. A very large propor- 
tion of the debt was paying three per 
cent. If he could borrow money at a 
cheaper rate he would considerably les- 
sen the burden which the people had to 
bear. Mis scheme was first to lower the 
three per cents to two and three-quar- 
ters, and ultimately to two and a half. 
When he commenced the work of con- 
version the amount of the three pel- 
cents was £558,000,000, the total 
debt being somewhere about E7O5,0OO,- 
IMX), part of the debt, amounting to 
£106,000,000, called the '-new threes," 
was redeemable at once. He gave the 
holders their choice of getting their 
money at once or of reinvesting at two 
and three-quarters per cent. The 
greater number preferrrcd the new se- 
curities to the cash down; so the con- 
version was easily effected. before the 
balance of tile three per cents could 
be converted a year's notice must 
be given. The holders were offered a 
bonus of one-quarter per cent, to eon- 
vert at once, and the greater number 
availed themselves of the oiler, .so that 
in November last not more than £42,- 
."f W),<MM) of the three per cents remained. 
The greater part of these were re- 
deemed according to law in July last. 
There was then only £12,000,000 left to 
bo redeemed. It is expected that the 
greater part of this will never be 
claimed, ami the holders that can be 
found will probably exchange their old 
stock for new. 

This immense transaction has been ef- 
fected with apparent ease, and very 
little ready money has been required to 
accomplish it. The Government has 
been obliged to borrow only £12,000,000 
for the purpose of redemption. The saving 
to the nation lit. once is CI ,100, 000, or 
about $7,000,000 a year, and after 1003 
the converted stock will be lowered an- 
other quarter, percent, the saving will 
bo twice as much, or $11, 000,000 an- 
nually. Mr. Gosolien has gained great 
credit for having effected this conver- 
sion so skilfully and so quickly. Of 
course the holders of consols, whose in- 
come he has reduced ono-tWolftll and 
prospectively one-sixth, do not bless 
him, but the nation at large, especially 
those whose knowlodgo of linance is ex- 
tensive, consider that this transaction 
alone is sufficient to establish his repu- 
tation as a great l''inanee Minister.

The promoters of this scheme have 
not, as far as I can learn, paid up any 
capital beyond the cost of the necessary 
acts of parliament, and it is now pretty 
well known that in putting through 
their charter at Ottawa the committee of 
the House of Commons dropped upon a 
proposal of the promoters to provide 
them (i. 0., the promoters and other per- 
sons) with a "cultus potlach" of $150,- 
(MM), and which the committee very 
properly struck out of the bill. Rate- 
payers can afford to make a note of 
this. 

A company such as this, which has 
not of its own resources provided so 
much as the cost of a first-class locomo- 
tive, lias now the assurance to ask the 
real estate owners of this city to mort- 
gage their property to the tune of 10

BATTLE jOFORISKANY. 

XJio Most Obstinate of All the Sanprulue 
Fights of the Kovolutlon. 

A bout two utiles west of Oriskany, tho 
road wus crossed by a dcop aoint-clrculur 
ravine, concave toward tho oast. Tho bot- 
tom of this ravine, writes Prof. John Fisko 
in the Atlantic, was a swamp, across which 
tliu road was carried by a causeway of logs, 
and tho steep banka on either side woro 
thickly covered with trees and underbrush. 
The practiced eya of Thayondunogoa at once 
perceived tho raro advantage oi such a po- 
sition, and an uinbuscudo was soon prepared 
With a skill as deadly as Lhat which once 
hud wrecked tho proud army of Braddock. 
Kut this time it was a mooting 1 of Greek 
Willi Oreek, and tho wiles of tho savage 
chief wore foiled by adosporato valor which 
nothing could overcome By ten o'clock the 
muln body of Herkimer's army hod descend- 
ed inlo tho ravine, followed by tho wagons, 
while the rear-guard was still on tho rising 
ground behind. A t this moment they were 
greeted by a murderous volley from either 
side, while Johnson's Urootis camo charg- 
ing down upon them In front, and the 
Indians, with frightful yells, swarmed 
in behind and cut off tho rear guard, 
which was thus obliged to retreat to 
save itself. For a moment tho main 
body was thrown into confusion, but it 
soon rallied anil formed itself in a circle, 
which neither bayonet charges nor musket 
fire could break or penetrate. Tho sccno 
which ensued was one of tho most infernal 
that tho history of savage warfare has ever 
witnessed. The dark ravine was filled with 
a mass of fifteen hundred human beings, 
screaming and cursing, slippingin the mire, 
pushing and struggling, seizing each other's 
throats, stabbing, shootiug and dashing out 
brains. Bodies of neighbors were after- 
wards found lying in the bog, whore they 
had gone down in a death-grapple, their 
cold hands still grasping the knives 
plunged in cacl: other's hearts. 

Early in the light, a musket ball slow Her- 
kimer's horse, and shattered bis own leg 
just, below tho knee; hut tho old hero, noth- 
ing daunted, and hating nothing of his 
coolness in the midst of the horrid 
struggle, bad the saddle taken from his 
dead horse and placed at the foot of a great 
beeeh-troe, whore) taking his seat and 
lighting bis pipo. ho continued shouting his 
orders in a stentorian voico and directing 
tho progress of the battle. Nature present- 
ly enhanced tho lurid horror of the scene. 
Tho heat of the August morning bad been 
intolerable, and black thunder-clouds, over- 
hanging tho deep ravine at tho beg in nlng of 
the action, had enveloped it in a darkness 
like that of night. Now tho rain came pour- 
ing in torrents, while gusts of wind howled 
through the tree-tops, and shoots of 
lightning Hashed in quick succession, 
with a continuous roar of thunder that 
drowned tho noise, of tho fray. The wot 
rilles could no longer bo tired, but hatchet, 
knife and bayonet, carried on tho work of 
butchery, until, after moro than five hun- 
dred men had been killed or wounded, the 
Indians gave way and lied in all directions, 
and the Tory soldiers, disconcerted, began 
to retreat up tho western road, whilo the 
patriot army, remaining in possession of 
the hard-won lield, felt itself too weak to 
pursue them. 

At this moment, as tho storm cleared 
away and long rays of sunshine began 
nickering through the wot leaves, the 
sound of tho three signal-guns camo boom- 
ing through tho air, and presently a sharp 
crackling of musketry was heard from the 
direction of Fort Stauwix. Startled by this 
ominous sound, the Tories made all possible 
haste to join their own nrmy, while the 
patriots, bearing their wounded on litters 
of green boughs, returned in sad pro- 
cession to Oriskany. With their com- 
mander helpless and more than one-third 
of their number slain or disabled, they 
were in no condition to engage in afresh 
Conflict, and unwillingly confessed that tiie 
garrison at Fort Stauwix must lie left to do 
its part of tho work alone. Upon lho ar- 
rival of tho messengers Colonel Gunso- 
voort had at oneo taken in the whole sit- 
uation. He understood the mysterious fir- 
ing in the forest, saw that Herkimer must 
have been prematurely attacked, and 
ordered his sortie instantly, to serve us a 
diversion. Tho sortie was a brilliant suc- 
cess. Sir John Johnson, with his Tories 
and Indians, was completely routed and 
driven across the river. Colonel Marinus 
Willett took possession of his camp, and 
held it while seven wagons were three 
times loaded with spoil and sent to be un- 
loaded In the fort. Among all this spoil, to- 
gether with abundance' of food and drink, 
blankets and clothes, tools and ammunition, 
the victors captured livo British standards, 
and all Johnson's papers, maps and mem- 
oranda, containing full instructions for the 
projected campaign. After this useful ex- 
ploit, Colonel Willett returned to the fort 
and hoisted the captured British standards, 
while over them ho raised an uncouth (lag, 
intended to represent the American stars 
and stripes, which Congress had adopted 
in Juno as tho National banner. This rude 
ting, hastily extemporized out of a white 
shirt, an old blue jacket, and some stripes 
of red cloth from the petticoat of a soldier's 
wife, was tho first American (lag with stars 
and stripes that was ever hoisted, ami it 
was first flung to the breeze on the mem- 
orable day of Oriskany, August (1, 1777. 

Of all the battles of the. revolution, this 
was porhaps tho most obstinate and mur- 
derous. Each side seems to have lost not 
less than one-third of its whole number; 
and of those lost, nearly all were killed, as 
' it was largely a hand-to-hand struggle, like 
the battles of ancient times, and uo qimr 
ter was given on either side. The number 
of surviving wounded, who were carr ed 
hack to Oriskany, does not seem to 1i.iV-' ex- 

c led forty. Among these was the in 

domitable Herkimer, whose shattered leg 
was 30 unskilfully treated that ho died n 
few days later, sitting in bed propped by 
pillows, calmly smoking his Dutch pipe i nd 
reading his Bible at the thirty-eighth Psalm 
Two Fridays fii Out, Week. 
A day is added or taken from the calen 
dar when a ship is crossing the Pacific 
Ocean. Those who romember this fact will 
be interested in the following extract from 
the journal of a traveler on his way from 
China to San Francisco. "We ran a north- 
easterly course at first, going as high as 
forty-soven degrees fifty-eight minutes 
north, in which latitude WO crossed the one 
hundred and eightieth degree of longitude 
on July 9, and consequently had two Fri- 
days and eight, days in the week. This 
fairly puzzled ono of our party, who came 
to breakfast, in a bewildered stato of mind, 
asking whether to-day was yesterday or to 
morrow, and declaring that he had cor 
taiuly gone to bed on Friday night, and yet 
had got up again on Friday morning ! Foi 
my own part I must say that it looks very 
strange to see in my diary 'Friday, 9, July, 
No. l,"Do., do., No. 8."'

The Additions to the Oity Schools for tho 
1'rcBcnt Year. 

The additions to the city schools dur- 
ing the midsummer vacation, that is now 
drawingjto a close, have all been com- 
pleted, and are u.' together the most im- 
portant alterations that have, over taken 
place at one time since the establish- 
ment of education in the province. 

Starting with the High and Central 
school building, several important im- 
provements and alterations have been 
oflboted. The whole of the exterior of 
the structure has been newly painted, 
giving it a fresh and bright appearance, 
and making it stand out at the top of 
View street, the most conspicuous ob- 
ject, barring tho Dunsmuir mansion, 011 
the rise of the city.

Ridge ward school have during the past 
two months got tpiitc accustomed to the 
clanging and hammering incidental to 
I the putting up of a new building. An 
addition to the original building, tacked 
on to it forming an L, has been put up 
us quickly ns skilled labor ami energy 

couldacc plish it, and Spring Ridge 

can now boast of un educational estab- 
lishment fully adequate to its wants, and 
an ornament to the locality. The por- 
tion of the building erected during the 
present vacation will hold fifty pupils, 
and for their accommodation handsome 
patent seats, the same as those in use at 
the high school, have been placed inside 
the new structure. Spring Ridge ward 
school labors under a disadvantage that 
is to be remedied next season. Unlike 
its fellow schools it has no natural beau- 
ties surrounding it and trees and shrubs 
such as adorn the latter are at present 
wanting, giving the building a stern, 
unhandsome look, unbefitting a school- 
house, that should of all .structures look 
bright and cheerful. The want, how- 
ever, will he supplied as soon as the 
planting season comes in. 

Rock Bay Ward School comes next 
on the list, and the additions that have 
been carried on at this establishment 
are no less important • than at the other 
schools. The improvements have taken 
a form exactly similar to those at 
Spring ridge school, and here too 
arrangements have been made tor seat- 
ing fifty extra pupils. The whole struc- 
ture has been newly painted, a fresh 
fence has been built, and the approaches 
to the various rooms are newly planked 
and bordered oil' with strong plants and 
flowers. Of all the schools this has 
been most favored by nature, and the 
Work that has been carried 00 here dur- 
ing the holidays has made the building 
one of the neatest-looking 
Rock Bay.

Victoria West 
has shot up wonderfully within the 
last, few years, and the progress that the 
school has made has astonished the 
educational department not a little. 
Called upon to build a substantial addi- 
tion 10 the originally large schoolhouse, 
the government has in this instance too 
been liberal, and has given the school 11 
line long room at the' back, which will 
accommodate fifty-five pupils. No 
doubt before next year conies round the 
willing hands of 'the youngsters will 
llUVC trailed over the addition as many 
creepers and wall plants as they have 
planted round the older establishment, 
and which makes the august building 
more like a line private residence than 
a public school.

The Frightful Experience of the Crew of 
tho Whaler Little Ohio. 

San Francisco, Aug. 0. — The sur- 
vivors of the wrecked whaling barque 
Little Ohio, state that the vessel struck 
near Point Hope during a severe snow 
storm. Capt. T. 0. Allen ordered the 
mast cut away, and was immediately 
carried overboard mid lost. The Ohi 
broke up rapidly. The men, who wer 
nearly frozen to death, could not keep 
their hold on the masts and riggings, 
and weio swept away by the waves. 
Most of them were unable to kecpthem- 
selves afloat in the raging waters. Alex- 
ander Omey gave up hope while on the 
vessel and killed himself with his pistol 
The first mate, Tbos.
